The Infiltration test on tho 
new sewage system in Oak- 
wood Knolls has proved un- 
satisfactory, Mayor Cunning- 
ham announced when the 
Village Board met Tuesday 
night. April 2. With tho 
sinking and settling of the 
ground this spring, consider- 
able re-ditching will have to 
be done and ' several man- 
holes replaced. 

A Mr, and Mrs. Merritco, 
who have built a new home 
in Oakwood Knolls, were at 
the meeting and asked if the 
Board could give them any 
idea how long it would be 
before Oakwood Knolls resi- 
dents could hook into the 
new sewers. Their home, 
they said, has been complet- 
ed since December, and they 
are forced to maintain two 
homes because of the delay 
in completion of the sewage 
system. They did not install 
a septic system, they said, be- 
cause I hey - were told the 
sewers would be operating 
soon. The Board was unable 
to give them an estimate of 
the time when work would 
be completed. • . 

The repair work on tho 
sewage system. Mayor Cun- 
iiingham said, will be done by 
the Kennedy Co.. as part of 
thep' contract with the vil- 
lage. 

Mr. Rescue, representing 
the Public Service Co., asked 
for an easement from the vil- 
lage at the rear of the Anti- 
och Savings & Loan plaza, to 
erect a pole to service the 
new buildings. A Public Ser- 
vice engineer Is to consult 
with the village board repre- 
sentatives as to the best 
placement for a pule. 

John Horan asked per- 
mission to install a Memorial 
plaque to Willie Thiemann on 
the cannon near the Rescue 
Squad building. The Board 
granted permission.

Fuel oil dealers 
and home owners should be 
warned not to let fuel oil 
from tanks or spillage drain 
into basement drains. 

Ray ToR announced that 
a voluntary safely check of 
cars is being planned in co- 
operation with a statewide 
program. The cooperation 
of local garages would be 
sought, with each garage fur- 
nishing a mechanic to check 
car. brakes, lights, etc. The 
safety check will probably be 
run in May. 

Julius Schwartz has asked 
permission of the board to 
build a 50 by 00 foot addi- 
tion to the Ben Franklin 
store, with an altey running 
out to Victoria Street.

The "New Look" in the 
Illinois Youlh Commission is 
directly •attributable to the 
ajiKressive new loaders! lin 
round in all hey positions, 
including the chairman.

A. Troike. 

Shortly after I took orfice 
in HNil. a situation arose in 
one of the IYC facilities— the 
industrial School for Hoys — 
that highlighted the need for 
improving the commission's 
program. 

It was subsequent to this 
situation that I appointed 
Troike and a special suvrvey 
committee of leading citizens 
to evaluate our programs of 
delinquency prevention and 
the custody and treatment of 
the offender. Dr. George 
Bcto, then president of Con- 
cordia Seminary, in Spring- 
field and now director of the 
Department of Corrections 
for the State of Texas, was 
named to v head the group. 

While the committee sur- 
veyed the needs, our new 
leadership in the Youth Com- 
mission plunged into the job 



of .strengthening the pro- 
grams. As it turned out, 00 
per cent of what lite im par- 
tial committee recommended 
he done had already been ac- 
complished. 

New emphasis has been 
placed upon the in-service 
training of existing person- 
nel, and on raising standards 
for new employes. An accel- 
erated program of public, 
education j»n the problems 
of delinquency was intro- 
duced, with regional confer- 
ences offered on such sub- 
jects as school dropouts and 
youth employement. and with 
additional training courses 
offered for police juvenile 
officers. 

A program or renovation 
of soldo of the obsolete fa- 
cilities was begun, and. at a 
minimum of expense, Ibe ca- 
pacity of the forestry camps 
was expanded. The Indus- 
trial School for Boys, focal 
point of most of the criticism 
two years ago, has undergone 
a complete revision of pro- 
gram, with emphasis shifting 
from custody to treatment. 
Academic training has been 
introduced in some of the 
forestry camps. 

Id short, the sights of this 
administration and the im- 
partial study tommlttee wore 
aimed at the same target 
from the outset — a better 
youth program for the State 
of Illinois.

AH, YES, 
CHUCK HOLES 

The Chicago Motor Club 
cautions motorists that this is 
the season to be on the look- 
out for chuckholes. 

This always is a springtime 
danger, but this year the haz- 
ard will be even more preval- 
ent following the recent rug- 
ged Midwest winter. 

Chuckholes in the pave- 
ment of ourslreets and high- 
ways result when waler, 
frozen in the road surface, 
thaws, causing the pavement 
to break up. The holes can 
be extremely dangerous and 
can cause extensive damage 
to your car. 

Your car's tires can re- 
ceive damage from striking a 
chuckhole, which, if unde- 
tected, could even lua I ly 
cause a blowout. Hitting a 
chuckhole also could put 
your wheels out of align- 
ment, which in lime would 
result in severe and uneven, 
wear on the tire, motor club 
safety experts say. 

It is possible that if you 
run into a deep chuckhole at 
high speeds, you might even 
break an axle or overturn 
your car. 

The motor club cautions 
that motorists should not be 
lulled into a false sense of 
security becadke roads and 
highways arc free of ice and 
snow, Motorists should be 
alert for chuckholes so that 
they have time to avoid them. 
However, if you find you are 
approaching a chuckhole rap- 
Idly, don't stop or swerve 
suddenly. This could result 
In a collision with following 
or oncoming vehicles. 

The motor club also urges 
drivers to be alert for road 
crews which at this time of 
the year arc likely to be out 
repairing highway surfaces.

would establish a new federal 
matching fund program in 
which states | and municipali- 
ties would bCiiuluccd to par- 
ticipate wltlv the lure of so- 
called "federal" matching 
funds. It should be under- 
stood that this would Increase 
tax- obligations in the . states 
and municipalities to the ex- 
lent of their contributions 
and where, because of state 
constitutional limitations def- 
icit, financing as recommend- 
ed at the. national level would 
not be possible. 

Another proposal which 
is bound to have great appeal 
is the so-called Mental Health 
Bill which would encourage 
mental health clinics 
throughout the nation and 
would again Involve matching 
funds on behalf of the states 
and smaller units of govern- 
ment This proposal should 
be of special concern to resi- 
dents of the 12th Congres- 
sional District in view of the 
large state appropriations 
which have been made in 
recent years, including the 
$100 million bond issue ap-, 
proved by the voters in 1000 
for the primary purpose of 
establishing additional men- 
tal health facilities, including 
mental health clinics in local 
areas. 



Proposals for Medical Care 
for the Aged under Social 
Security, Federal Aid to Edu- 
cation at all levels, and nu- 
merous other New' Frontier 
Programs — all of winch pres- 
ently may be organized and 
financed by the states and 
localities without federal 
compulsion or interference — 
— should arouse our citizens 
to the threats of increased 
national domination as well 
as, increased financial obliga- 
tions which are beyond the 
means of the nation's citi- 
zens. 

The paucity of public con- 
cern about these measures is 
striking indeed to this Mem- 
ber of Congress. For In- 
stance, with regard to the so- 
called Youth v Employment 
Act, there was' not a single 
witness who appeared in op- 
position to the bill when it 
was heard by, the Senate 
Committee on Labor and 
Public Welfare. 

While the rumor is circu- 
lated widely that the Ken- 
nedy Administration is not in 
earnest in behalf of the vari- 
ous legislative proposals oth- 
er than a tax reduction pro- 
gram, it would certainly 
seem to he foodhardy for our 
citizens to rely upon such a 
rumor. Insofar as this Mem- 
ber of Congress is concerned. 
It Is his firm belief that all 
of the New Frontier pro- 
posals' will be pushed with 
equal Vigor — with a strong 
possibility that at-will be 
passed, and- with the fore- 
gone conclusion that federal 
obligations will mount. Only

The importance of walking 
in keeping physienlty fit lias 
long been stressed by health 
authorities, Recently, how- 
ever, a ■ hiking era/o has 
caught on across tho country, 
and ironically, many, persons 
jnay." ■; bo ■ risking: tholr -Uvea- 
wfeilo-itrying' to improve their 
health, cautions the Chicago 
Motor Club. 

Matthew' C. Sielskl, direc- 
tor' of safety and. traffic en- 
gineering for the motor club 
painted out that at least' ono 
recent fatality lias been at- 
tributed to hiking on the 
highway. lie offered these 
tips for hiking safety:' 

—Arrange your biking 
trip so that it docs not in- 
clude highway travel unless 
absolutely essential. If a 
highway is unavoidable, try 
to use one that has the least 
vehicular traffic. 

— Hikers should remember 
Hhat it is unlawful to walk 
in the right-of-way of an ex- 
pressway, fjigns creeled on 
expressway ramps slale "Mo- 
tor Vehicles Only." This 
means that no pedestrians 
are permitted. 

— On non-expressway high- 
ways walk on the left side of 
the pavement so that you can 
sec oncoming traffic. Slop 
off onto the shoulder when a 
vehicle approaches. 

—Where sidewalks a r e 
available near a highway, it 
is unlawful to walk on the 
highway. 

— When hiking at night, 
wear something white or 
carry a lighted flashlight.
